The collection of paintings made by

So if the surplus products of 
England can find n market here without 
the imposition upon them of protective 
duties, the result will be to break down 
and crush out our own industries, and 
thus to open the way in the future to the 
payment of compensating prices for the 
surplus products of England.

English products out, aud gives us home 
competition and home markets and pros- 
perity, while English manufacturers lan- 
guish, these are simply the effects of the 


law of selfspreservation," which all

ble way on the water. 
Almost imincdi- 


tely the sea withdrew, leaving tho large 
arbor drj ; then in a wall of sixty or 
eveuty feet it came rushing in with trc- 
nendous force. 
Combing and roaring 


t dashed upon the ruins and terrified 
rowds, and in a few moments over 60,000 
odies were carried out to sea or left life- 
ess among the ruins. 
Many more were 


rowned in the lower part of the city, 
bat had settled so that bouses were cov- 
red permanently with over 600 feet of 
ater. This earthquake was felt over the 
ntire continent of Europe, and the tidal 
aves that it caused swept across the 
Ltlautic iu a few hours to the West In- 
lies, occasioning damage OD those shores, 
areful calculation has shown that the 
rea affected by the disturbance equaled 
75,000,000 cubic miles.

A WOMAN IH HOHDUBA6. 


HONBUKAS, Ang. 20—Honduras has 


been my udopted home for nearly seven 
years. 
I have become attached to the 


country. 
It is said that Americans can- 


not stand this climate. TBis is a mistake. 
There are several families of Americans 
in our settlement who have resided here 
twelve or fifteen years, working hard most 
of the time, as pioneers in all now coun- 
tries do, living rough, comfortless lives, 
and yet all the time CDJoyitg good health. 
The climate is, I think, delightful. The 
heat of the sun is tempered by sea breezes 
all the year. The temperature is equable, 
and entirely free from tho sudden changes 
so common in the temperate zone. Fence 
wo are not so liable to pneumonia, con- 
sumption, and diseases of that type. 
As 


to fevers, they are more or less prevalent 
in all countries where the forests are bo- 
ing cut down. 


I am not speaking of the country 


marked "Honduras" on the maps. We 
call that "Spanish Honduras." Our colony 
is in the small strip of country on the 
southeast side of Yucatan, marked on the 
maps when I studied geography "Belize." 
The city of Belize is the capital. This 
State is now a British colony, and is 
known as British Honduras. 
Governed 


by the laws or old England, it is a truly 
desirable place of residence. 
The old 


Caribs of this country boast that none of 
their nation were ever known to steal 
until white men camo among them and 
taught them how. I believe this. I do 
not think that the older Caribs could be 
induced to cheat or steal yet, but the 
younger men who have worked on the 
sugar farms since the settlement of this 
country by the whites have been known 
to pilfer occasionally. 


The Carib men all own boats, dug by 


themselves out of the large trees of'this 
country. They make an honest living by 
transporting the freight of the sugar 
farms to and from Belize and other ship- 
ping points. They live almost entirely 
on fish and tho bread mako by their 
women from the cassava root. The wo- 
ncn have much the hardest time, for they 
mve to plant and cultivate the patches 
of cassava, potatoes, rice, yams and cocoa 
on which the family live. These patches 
are often several miles from their homes. 
The women transport their entire crops 
n baskets or wooden trays. The men 
lomctimes accompany their wives, but it 
s always the woman who carries the load 
on her head, frequently 
with a baby 


astride her hip besides. These Caribs 
will not dwell in the bush as we whites 
lo, but congregate in villages on the sea 
liore. 
Much of their lives is spent in- 


and on the water. Their villages and 
IOUSBS are rather neat and comfortable. 
They are built of the cahoon and other 
argo leaves of the country. From the 
ea they look likefodderstacks. 
A great 


drawback to tho pleasure of residing in 
hese villages is the strong smell of fish 
t all times. 
The surplus of thoir crops, not re- 


juired for the maintenance of their own 
umilies, is sold by the women to the 
hite people of our settlement. They 
arry the truck from house to house in 
arge trays on their heads. . They go all 
ver the settlement, making, perhaps, in 
whole day's journey one or two dollars, 
iut their wants are so simple tbat they 
•quire but little money. 
They raise all 


leir own provisions, and for dress wear 
ever more than one or two garments of 
lieeoarsest material and simplust pattern, 
'heir fashions 
never change. While 


"filing, puffing and pbat ng garments 
for my family, I have often envied these 
people their simple, comfortable, and 
unchangeable fashions. 
They sell their 


vegetibles so chcnp, and give such «ood, 
honest measure, that the whites are 
tempted to indolence by them. 
We all 


soon leirncd to say: "It is too much 
trouble to raise potatoes, yams, aud rice 
as long as we can get them from the 
Caribs at such reasonable prices." 


Their prices, like the fashion of their 


garments, never vary. 
Let me give you 


a specimen of their honesty. 
In trading 


for their n\h and vegetables I have some- 
times been unable to make the desired 
ch.ingc. Knowing them to be trustworthy 
themselves, though distrustful of 
the 


whites, I never asked them to credit rue; 
but olten allowed them to take away 
money belonging to me, knowing that 
they would be certain to return it, either 
in vegetables or cash. 
I was never de- 


ceived and never hid reason to regret my 
trust in them, although they would tome- 
times be absent for twelve months. 


The religion of thes'3 people is supposed 


to be Roman Catholic. Tne Hommmts 
have a church in every village, visited 
periodically by their priests. 
Tiie Caribs 


arc very obedient to the priests, but they 
are a wofiilly ignorant people, and their 
religion is tinged with superstition—the 
superstition of the negro race all over 
the world. They indignantly scout the 
idea of being negroes, but they are really 
nothing else, and must have come origi- 
nally from Africa, for they have the hair, 
features, and general characteristics of 
the Africans. These laborers are too 
laze, however, to be good workers. 
But 


our houses are built without locks, and 
we frequently spend a day away from 
leaving only closed doors,'and nothing 
under lock and Key, and find everything 
ns we left it when we return. 
We have 


another class of laborers. 
Spaniards, 


strongly mixed with Indian and negro 
blood. 
Thev would perhaps be dishon- 


est, were it not for the wholesome terror 
they all have of the law. which is rather 
severe on thieves. 
liut the Spaniards 


are more trustworthy as laborers than the 
"aribs. They, too, have but few wants, 
and prefer hunting and fishing to work- 
ing 
So, you see, a great trouble aud 


drawback to us, as to many other nations, 
s the want of labor to develop our really 
rich and wonderful country. 
The impor- 


tation of coolie labor is 
much talked 


)ver, 
and carried on to a small extent, 


>ut the coolies are nut very stout work- 
itcn, and altogether unable to cope with 
he heavy timber now being cut in this 
country. 
The 
coolies are, however, 


ood cultivators for our cane fields. 


In India there is a close tussle between 


nan and beast. Man succeeds in killing 
ff about 20,000 beasts each year of the 
nauseating kind, tigers, wolves, leopards, 
lyenas, etc. The beasts kill about 4,000 
human beings a year. 
It is said tbat the 


beasts make good the deficiencies in their 
numbers about as rapidly as the human 
beiugs do the same for themselves; and 
as the beasts destroy about 40,000 head 
of c it tie each year the strife is pretty 
close, and it remains to be seen which 
will come out victorious.

An English naturalist at Yokahama 


Mr. Pryer, has visited the two caves o: 
Gomantown, in North 
Borneo, from 


which is obtained nearly all of the mate- 
rial used for that famous and remarkabl. 
delicacy of the Chinese—bird's nest soup 
These caves—one of which is 360 fee 
high and rather more than 100 feet wide 
are situated in a limestone cliff 900 feet 
in height, and are inhabited by swifts an< 
bats in countless numbers. The nest 
^»re built in clusters on the sides and 
roofs, where in places nearly inacccssibk 
to man, they are reached by daring nest 
gatherers with rattan stages, ladders and 
ropes. The material of the nests is a 
soft fungoid growth—dark brown ou the 
outside and white on the inside—that in- 
crusts the limestone in all damp situa- 
tions and has a thickness of about an 
inch. With their mouths the birds draw 
it out in filaments, weaving black nesti 
from the outside of the fungus, and finer 
white from the outside. Three crops ol 
nests are gathered yearly, with a totaL 
value of $25,000 or $30,000, and, al- 
though this has been going on for seven 
generations, the supply appears to be un 
diminished. Guano deposits of unknown 
thickness cover the floors of the caves, 


A novel form of phonograph has been 


patented in Germany by Mr. D. French 
St. George, of London. A circular pho- 
tographic plate is rotated in the path of a 
ray of light, which is made to vary in 
thickness by n plate vibrated by sound. 
A picture representing a circle of vary- 
ing width is produced, and when this 
photographic image has a ray of light 
sent through it upon a selenium trans- 
mitter of the form used by A. Graham 
Bell in his radiophone, the sound—which 
may be the tones of the voice—is pro- 
duced and made audible.

A KOIKES HOTEL DESTBOTED. 


KEY EAST BEACH, N. J., Sept. 1.- 


The Hotel Newport, half a mile west of 
the railroad station of this place, was en- 
tirely destroyed by fire at 3 o'clock this 
morning. To the illness of oue of the 
waiter girls the 130 guests owe their for- 
tunate escape from a horrible death. The 
girl was taken sick while in bed and arose 
to get some medicine. 
Happening to 


glance out of the window of her bedroom, 
she was startled by seeing flames pouring 
out of one of the windows of the kitchen 
in an extension on the west side of the 
hotel. She called Adolph E. Dick, tho 
proprietor, from bis sleeping room. The 
flames were then beyond control, and the 
nearest fire apparatus was at Asbury Park, 
over two miles distant. 
Mr. Dick ran 


through the hallways on the four floors, 
awakening every guest. They ran from 
the hotel clad only in their night dresses, 
the men pale with terror and the women 
screaming with fright. 
Mr. Dick and 


some of the guests succeeded in saving 
large quantities of wearing apparel and a 
number of trunks. The fire burned with 
such rapidity that tho entire house was 
consumed in less than an hour. 


The hotel was built four or five years 


ago, and was formerly known as the Van- 
dyke House. 
It was four stories in 


height, French roofed, and stood on the 
north shore of Shark river. 
It was the 


favorite summer resort of a large number 
of well-known New York, Brooklyn, Phil- 
adelphia and Jersey City families. 
It 


was owned by Charles Budmeister, a 
prominent builder of New York City. 
The loss on the hotel and furniture is es- 
timated at $40,000, but it is said to ue 
fully covered by insurance. 


Mr. Dick was the only person who re- 


ceived any injury. After awakening the 
guests be remained in the hotel throwing 
out trunks until his retreat was cut off by 
the advancing flames and he jumped from 
the piazza of tho second floor. Just as 
be landca on the ground a heavy trunk 
thrown from one of the windows struck 
him on the side, bruising him badly and 
crushing his right arm.

For the benefit 
of the little folks who have never heard 
the lepi nd, it will be well to say that the 
town of Haraelin WAR overrun with rats. 
BattMn'stager yon Hatnolin offered to 
clear the town of these pests, for which 
ho was to receive 1,000 crowns.

village ind the rats followed him to the 
banks of the Wessr, where they were 
drowned. 
The people when freed from 


the rats refused 'to pay the sum agreod 
upon, and the Piper went off swearing to 
have hi i revenge. 
On the feasts of sts, 


John at d Paul, June 26,1284, he came 
back and began playing bis pipe through 
the village streets; all the children of the 
town flo :ked after him, charmed with the 
sweet nrusic, nod disappeared iu a cavern 
in the mountains and were never seen 
again.

told in a poem by Robert Browning, "The

It seems that the. proposed Jordon ca- 


nal, tbe plans for which have appeared in 
the foreign scientific journals, is not to 
be, in any proper sense, a canal, but rath- 
er a large inland sea, some 300 miles long, 
with an average oi ten to fifteen miles in 
breadth. The waters of the Dead Sea 
would be raised from tbeir present level 
about 1,300 feet, and its area, of course, 
'be largely increased. 
The river Jordan, 


the Dead Sea, and Lake Tiberias would 
all disappear, with some square miles of 
laud, principally on the western side of 
the Jordan valley as now existing, and in 
their place would be a van inland sheet 
of water, fertilizing tbe neighboring des- 
ert with the rainfall produced 'by the 
evaporation from its surface.
